Complete approval of the plan 
proposed editorially by § the 
Post-Dispatch for reform of the 
public school administration by 
reduction of the Board of Educa- 
tion to seven.members, appointed 
by the Mayor under a plan simi- 
lar to operation of the Missouri 
judicial system, and adoption of 
a thorough merit system, was ex- 
pressed today by Dr. George D. 
Strayer, specialist who directed 
the comprehensive school survey 
here in 1938-39. 

An important feature of the edi- 


torial proposal, as published last 
Tuesday, which influenced the in- 
dorsement by Dr. Strayer, was the 
plan for confining the Mayor's 
appointments to nominees chosen 
by a civic committee representing 
educational, business, profession- 
al, labor and other groups, just as 
the Governor’s judicial appoint- 
ments are made from nomina- 
tions by a committee representing 
the bar and the public. The plan 
also would provide that the school 
board members stand on their 
records, at elections subsequent 
to appointment, for retention in 
office or retirement at the hands 
of the voters, as do Judges. 

“I think a seven-member school 
board is desirable,” Dr. Strayer 
told the Post-Dispatch by tele- 
phone from Boston “especially 
if it involves the procedure of the 
Committee of the Whole instead 
of the present standing commit- 
tees. The question of appointment 
by the Mayor and confirmation 
by the voters has some promise, 
provided the citizens are awake to 
their responsibility and are able 
to make the appointing authority 
realize they are concerned. If the 
people fre willing to stand up and 
make themselves heard, the May- 
or would act accordingly. 

Likes Panel System. 

“However, the panel system for 
nominations makes the proposal 
very much better. That feature 
would pretty nearly guarantee 
success of the plan. I think it is 
very much worth while. I am 
very much in favor of anything 
that would guarantee that highly 
competent and disinterested citi- 
zens would submit a list from 
which the appointments would be 
made. That is the best guarantee 
of high competence on the board. 
More strength to the Post-Dispatch 
in this.” 

Dr. Strayer’s indorsement of the 
plan, on the strength of the pro- 
vision for civic nominations, plus 
ratification or recall of the ap- 
pointees by the voters, constituted 
a reversal from his stand in his 
report of the school survey, made 
in April, 1939. In the report he 
had advocated election of school 
board members, rather than ap- 
pointment, on the ground that “a 
city has a right to just as good 
a Board of Education as the elec- 
torate desires and selects.” 

The pathfinding Missouri con- 
stitutional amendment on the 
judiciary, with which Dr. Strayer 
is familiar, was not adopted until 
November, 1940. 

Reduction of the Board of Edu- 
cation from 12 members to seven 
was advocated strongly in the 
Strayer survey report, with a 
suggestion for eight-year terms, 
to minimize the number of places 
to be filled at affy one time. The

As Much as 16 Cents Under 
Ceiling — Market Glutted 
by Activity of Hens. 


St. Louis housewives may buy 
eges for as little as 35 cents a 
dozen, 16 cents below the price 
ceiling, because the egg market 
here is glutted. 

The St. Louis Daily Market Re- 
porter noted yesterday that eggs 
were arriving in such quantities 
that breaking and drying plants) 
were overtaxed and no cooler, 
space was available. 

Wholesale prices, which went as 


low as 25% cents a dozen today,/ 


were reflected in the retail. prices 
in the majority of stores and mar- 
kets where prices ranged from 35 
to 44 cents a dozen for eggs in 
cartons. The only reason grocers 
could give for the increased pro- 
duction was that “hens always lay 
better in the spring.”

—A 16-billion-dollar has been 
fixed for the Fifth War Loan, 
Secretary Morgenthau disclosed 
today, “because we need it for the 
war and because we've been as- 
sured that we can get it.” 

He told a press conference he 
wanted to correct. “an ufiauthor- 
ized impression” that the goal 
would be 14 billions, the same as 
the Fourth War Loan which 
brought in $16,730,000,000,

next week. The drive is generally

BOMBERS WARNED BERLINERS 
TO FLEE, STOCKHOLM REPORTS 


Yanks Radioed They Were on 
Way an Hour Before They 
Struck, Dispatch Relates. 
LONDON, March 23 (AP).—The 
American bomber fleet which hit 
Berlin yesterday flashed a radio 
warning while en route that the 
attack was coming and advised 
citizens of two districts to evacu- 
ate immediately, the Daily Herald 
said in a dispatch from Stock- 

holm. 

Sixty minutes before the bomb- 
ers and their fighter escorts 
reached Berlin, it said, this warn- 
ing was sent out: 

“We are coming. Our targets 
will be in the northern and Wed- 
ding (northwestern) districts of 
Berlin. , wvacuate those districts 
at once.” 

Every few minutes the warning 
was repeated, the dispatch said. 

It was also an invitation for 
Nazi fighters to come up and 
fight, but they stayed on the 
ground.

The British radio at once began 
broadcasting this warning to the 
Rumanians:

If 
you oppose Germany, Germany 
will wreak vengeance on you, but 
if you oppose the Allies an even 
graver fate is in store. , .. Ger- 
man transport is exposed and 
runs through Rumania, Concerted 
evidence of the desire to help the 
Allies now would be the first step 
toward Rumania’s survival.” 

Promise of Transylvania. 

London dispatches from Ankara 
quoted rumors there that Hitler 
had promised Antonescu immedi- 
ate return of Transylvania from 
Hungary as one inducement for 
full collaboration. 

A Vichy broadcast said Anto- 
nescu had gone to Hitler’s head- 
quarters for “important discus- 
sions.” 

Germany’s occupation of Ru- 
mania would be largely academic 
except as a measure for complete 
political control, for the country 
already is a German camp area. 

Hungarian Situation. 

A German foreign office spokes- 
man, according to a Berlin broad- 
cast, “emphatically denied” that 
Horthy was being held prisoner, 
that Premier Nicholas Kallay had 
escaped to Southern Hungary and 
had sent out an appeal for help 
from abroad, and that Yugoslav 
Marshal Tito had established con- 
tact with Hungarian forces, 

In the first official Nazi state- 
ment since German armed forces 
crossed Hungary’s borders early 
Monday, the Berlin radio an- 
nounced yesterday a new govern- 
ment had been formed in’ Buda- 
pest under a quisling premier and 
a German gauleiter.

‘PATTON INCIDENT’ CLOSED, 
SECRETARY STIMSON SAYS 


General in Slapping Case Has 
Been Assigned to Command An- 
other Army, He Announces. 

WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP).

WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP). 
—Secretary of War Stimson said 
today that the Pilots of 23 Amer- 
ican transport planes shot down 
by gunfire of their own forces in 


the invasion of Sicily were oper- 
ating under a “completely unified 
high command,” 

A reporter raised the question 
of command at Stimson’s press 
conference by citing an overseas 
dispatch which said that the Army 
and Navy were under joint com- 
mand during the Sicilian invasion, 
while the Air Force operated sep- 
arately. Neither the questioner 
nor Stimson identified the dis- 
patch which Indicated loss of the 
planes with 410 personnel ma&y 
have been due to lack of co-ordi- 
nation, 

Comment in Detail. 

“The statement that the Air 
Forces operated separately in the 
Sicilian landing operation or in 
any other joint operation in this 
war is untrue,” Stimson said, “and 
is a complete disservice to the 
fine men of the Army Air Forces. 

“The blame, if we must high- 
light censure for every unfortu- 
nate circumstance’ in war, most 
certainly does not lie with the 
pilots of those transport planes 
who were carrying their human 
cargo under orders laid down for 
them by a completely unified 
high command. 

“The loss of the planes in the 
case you mention resulted from a 
combination of circumstances that 
may occur in spite of the best laid 
and most meticulous planning. 1 
know of no more complicated op- 
eration in war than an amphibious 
operation at night involving not 
only sea and ground personnel, 
but airborne troops as well.

F.D.R. a Day Proclamation 
Urges Reconsecration to Victory 


WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP). 
—Proclaiming April 6 as Army 
day, to honor the nation’s soldiers 
who have been “welded by the 
fire of battle into a mighty army 
of liberation,” President Roosevelt 
today asked civilians to “reconse- 
crate” themselves to producing the 
arms and equipment needed to 
sustain the Army until final vic- 
tory. 

The text of the proclamation: 

“Whereas America’s valiant sol- 
diers have been welded by the fire 
of battle into a mighty army of 
liberation; and 

“Whereas the men and women 
of the American Army, of differ- 
ent races and creeds but one in 
their love of freedom and their 
devotion to the goals for which 
the United Nations are striving, 
must face during the coming year 
a burning test of their courage, 
their resourcefulness, and their 
physical prowess; and 

“Whereas the Congress, by Sen- 
ate concurrent resolution 5, Seven- 
ty-fifth Congress, agreed by 
the House of Representatives | j 


March 16, 1937, has recognized 
April 6 of each year as Army day 
and has requested that the Presi- 
dent issue a proclamation annual- 
ly with respect to that day: 

“Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, President of the United 
States of America, do hereby pro- 
claim Thursday, April 6, 1944, as 
Army day, and do invite the gover- 
nors Of the various states to issue 
proclamations calling for the ap- 
propriate observance of that day.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Southwest Pacific, March 23 (AP). 
—Leap-frog landings in the Bis- 
marck archipelago and the steady 
attrition of Japan’s merchant fleet, 
vital to the supply of its scat- 
tered Pacific garrisons, are under- 
scoring Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
“cut-them-off-and - let-them-starve” 
strategy of how to fight Japan. 

‘Since the first of the year 227 

Japanese cargo ships have been 
sunk in the Central and South- 
west Pacific, aside from nearly 
600 barges, many of them loaded 
with troops and supplies. 

Particularly off the northwest 
coast of New Guinea have Japan’s 
gealanes come increasingly under 
Allied bombsights. Last week end 
an entire five-ship enemy convoy 
was sunk between Hollandia and 
Wewak, and Gen. MacArthur an- 
nounced today that Allied bomb- 
ers had sunk a Japanese destroy- 
er and two small merchantmen 
in that same general area. 

The destroyer was sighted by a 
Liberator in the. Aitape area of 
New Guinea Monday night. A 1000- 
pound bomb badly crippled the 
ship, and the next morning the 
Liberator finished it. 

Medium bombers sank the mer- 
chantmen in a separate action. 


Thousands Starving. 


Under MacArthur's __ strategy 
thousands of Nipponese troops 
have already been left starving or 
facing starvation in the Solomons, 
on New Britain and New Ireland. 

The same maybe in store for 
New Guinea. 

A spokesman for Lt. Gen. Mil- 
lard F. Harmon, South Pacific 
Army commander, said Sunday 
that “dazed and undernourished 
enemy soldiers of the once crack 
Sixth Japanese Infantry Division” 
were surrendering to United States 
troops on Bougainville while 
American patrols rounded up sur- 
vivors of depleted units. 

Lt. Howard J. Rancourt, Cleve- 
land, O. an infantry officer, said, 
“It is just like slaughtering cor- 
nered rats.” 

The latest Bismarck archipelago 
landings in the St. Matthias 
Islands, invaded Monday, were se- 
curely in hand today as Marines 
from Solomons bases cleaned up 
the slight opposition found on 
Emirau Island and neighboring 
Elomusao. This completed a circle 
of Allied holdings around the Bis- 
marck Sea, trapping enemy troops 
at Rabaul and Kavieng. 

Bolder Strategy. 

Fred Hampson, Associated Press 
correspondent at Guadalcanal said 
in a delayed dispatch that observ- 
ers there saw signs of x change in 
Southwest Pacific strategy, involv- 
ing the bypassing of several major 
Japanese bases at one time as 
Allied forces press northwestward 
in the direction of Japan proper. 
He said the observers were sur- 
prised by the invasion of Emirau 
Island, having believed that Amer- 
fcean ground forces would strike 
directly against Nippon key cen- 
ters at Rabaul or Kavieng. 

“It was the first time since the 
opening of the 
Southwest Pacific offensive that 
the American command bypassed 
two major enemy bastions,” 
Hampson said. “Likewise, it was 
the most important bypassing 
move in this area to date.” 

* Rabaul was pounded with 133 
tons of explosives Monday. 

Over Northeastern New Guinea, 
where Allied bombers have un- 
loaded more than 1600 tons of 
bombs in little more than a week, 
Wewak was plastered with 160 
tons. 

In the painfully slow ground 
campaign on New Guinea, an Aus- 
tralian patrol following the Ka- 
benau River made contact with 
an American force moving up the 
shoreline from Saidor. They joined 
in a drive on Bogadjim, main de- 
fense outpost for Japan’s large 
base of Madang.

INFANTRY DIGS OUT

WITH 39,624 MEN KILLED 


Losses Have Increased 6010 in Two Weeks, 
With Number of Dead Higher 
by 17/1, 


WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP).| 
— Battle casualties of American 
Army and Navy forces since the 
start of the war stand at 168,292. 
This is an increase of 6010 over 


the figure announced two weeks 


ago, 
The number of Army and Navy 

killed increased 1771 to 39,624 over 

the 37,853 announced March 9, 
Secretary of War Stimson said 


today that Army casualties — 
dead, wounded, missing and pris- 
oners—amounted to 126,193 up to 
March 7. The Navy’s casualties— 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard— 
are 42,099, 

Since American forces landed in 
Italy last Sept. 9, Stimson said, 
the casualties total 39,058. This 
was an increase of 2287 since 
Stimson said on March 2, that 
American ‘casualties were 36,771, 
noting that those figures neces- 
sarily were two or three weeks 
behind,’ 

The 2287 increase covers a per- 
iod in which much of the heavy 
fighting on the Cassino front was 
carried on by British rather than 
American forces. Between the 
two reports, the number of killed 
increased 688. The War Depart- 
merft’s statistics on casualties for 
the Italian theater did not include 
——— of war, those apparently

10,274 Missing. 

The missing total given today 
by Stimson was 10,274, an in-

PROSECUTOR TELLS 
OF NEW YORK TRIP 


‘Alleges Joan Berry Went 
With Actor to His Bed- 
room in Hotel—Denial 
by Defense. 


TOS ANGELES, March 23 (AP). 
—Charles Chaplin’s answer to the 
Government’s charge that he vio- 
lated the Mann Act is that his 
motives were “legitimate, above 
board and honest” when he pro- 
vided railroad tickets for a trip to 
New York for his former protegee, 
Joan Berry. 

This was oka of the reply by 
Chaplin's counsel, Jerry Giesler, 
to the opening statement in the 
Government’s case by United 
States Attorney Charles H. Carr, 
that the movie comedian engaged 
in intimacies with her in a New 
York hotel in 1942. 

Giesler told the jury of seven 
women and five men that he 
would not endeavor to excuse “any 
intimacy prior thereto.” (The al- 
leged intimacy in New York.) 
Then, Giesler added: 

“Mr. Carr said he expected to 
prove acts of intimacy in Los 
Angeles, Should any such act have 
occurred, we will show you that 
any time Mr. Chaplin desired this 
girl—should he have desired her— 
she voluntarily, gratuitously and 
willingly offered herself without 
the necessity of being taken to 
New York for one such act.” 

Prosecutor’s Statement. 

Opening his case in which he 
hopes to send Chaplin to the peni- 
tentiary, Carr said that Miss 
Berry, while under contract to 
Chaplin's studio, repeatedly asked 
the actor for permission to make 
a trip to New York, and Chaplin 
persistently refused. 

Those requests were made be- 
tween April and June, 1942, Carr 
said, but in September of the 
same year, after his contract with 
Miss Berry was terminated, Chap- 
lin asked her if she still wanted 
to make the New York trip. 

She said she did, Carr told the 
jurors, and Chaplin responded: 
“I'm going back and I'll arrange 
to send you back. I want you 
to near me.”

Carr said Chaplin and Miss 
Berry first met in May, 1941, 
when they were introduced by 
Thomas Wells (Tim) Durant, a 
friend of the actor. He declared 
their alleged intimacies began 
about June of the same year, after 
Chaplin had placed her under con- 
tract at $75 a week. 

Carr said that, after making a 
speech in Carnegie Hall, in New 
York, Chaplin met Miss Berry at 
the Stork Club. Later, he -con- 
tinued, Durant called her at her 
hotel and told her that Chaplin 
wanted her to have dinner with 
him. She went to the “21” Club 
and met Chaplin, Carr continued, 
and they had dinner, and then 
they went to another club, per- 
haps El Morocco. 

“They left there in a cab—Dur- 
ant, Chaplin and Joan Berry,” 
Carr added. 

“Chaplin said, ‘I’d like to have | 
you go to my hotel because there” 
are some things I want to talk 
over with you.’ The three went to 
Chaplin's apartment in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria tower. 

“Presently Durant excused him- 
self, saying he was fatigued, and 
went to his own bedroom, leav- 
ing the other two alone.

Personnel Chief’s Protest Won't 
‘Deter Me From Duty,’ Says Nolte 


Comptroller Asserts He Will Keep Spend- 


ing Within Income 


Regardless of ‘Hue 


and Cry’ of Bruce and Colleagues. 


Comptrolier Louis Nolte, reply- 
ing today to the charge of Thor 


W. Bruce, acting Director of Per- 
sonnel, that he has shown hostil- 
ity to the municipal civil service 
system, said in a prepared state- 
ment: 

“Although Dr. Bruce and his 
colleagues may raise a hue and 
cry rivaling in intensity a thou- 
sand peals of thunder, he will not 
deter me from the performance 
of my sworn duty.” That duty, 
he explained, is to keep the city’s 
expenditures within its income. 

Nolte’s statement was read at 
the first hearing held by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, of which he is a member, 
on the 1944-45 budget. Walter C. 
Haeussler, chairman of the Citi- 
zen’s Committee for Civil Service, 
and Mrs. George Gellhorn, city 
president of the League of Women 
Voters, spoke at the hearing in 
support of the request of Bruce 
and the Civil Service Commission 
for a $77,400 appropriation, instead 
of the $61,213 shown in the tenta- 
tive budget; the legal minimum to 
which the Personnel Department 
is entitled under Charter pro- 
visions is about $58,000. 

The Comptroller reproached Act- 
ing Director Bruce, in his state- 
ment, for “descending to the char- 
acter of a false rumor manga 
in his statements as to Nolte’s at- 
titude. He said Director R. El- 
liott Scearce, upon his induction 
into the Army, “claimed and was 
paid at the rate of $8000 a year 
for 24 days’ vacation, to com- 
mence after his departure, and for 
16 days’ overtime he claimed to 
have worked. This ig the first 
time in the history of St. Louis,” 
Nolte added, “that a department 
head ever’ claimed compensation 
for overtime, though it is well 
known that they often worked 
long hours after regular employes 
have left.” 

Comptroller’s Charges. 

Nolte age that “the Director 
of Personnel] has wilfully and de- 
liberately incurred obligations 
substantially in excess of the 
amount appropriated for his de- 
partment, without consulting the | 
fiscal authorities as to the neces- | 
sity or advisability of so doing. If 


there is no power in the city to 
prevent the reckless and unauthor- 
ized expenditure of its funds, then 
insolvency and destruction of the 
city’s financial credit is inevitable, 

“It is passing strange,” he con- 
tinued, “that the Director of Per- 
sonnel, a professor of economics 
and a former Federal Civil Service 
official, has failed to make a study 
of municipal revenues, and disre- 
gards statistical evidence of the 
inability of the City of St. Louis 
to pay the ever-increasing sal- 
aries, wages and other compensa- 
tion for personal services in addi- 
tion to required operation’ and 
maintenance. 

“It almost passes belief that the 
Director of Personnel and the 
Civil Service Commission never 
consult the Comptroller to deter- 
mine whether the revenue receipts 
are sufficient to warrant the’ sal- 
ary increases granted, or whether 
the City of St. Louis could find 
other sources of revenue to bridge 
the gap.”

A United States communique 
last night announced the loss of 
13 bombers and nine fighters on 
the Berlin raid while the night's 
operations cost the British 33 air- 
craft. The British loss was 11 
more than in the last 1000-plane 
attack Saturday when Frankfurt 
also was the principal target. The 
German communique said night 
fighters and antiaircraft fire de- 
stroyed 55 four-engined bombers. 

The attack on Frankfurt, the 
forty-eighth of the war and the 
eleventh heavy bombardment the 
city has undergone, left large 
fires burning and smoke rising 
to a great height, the Air Min- 
istry said. ; 

It was the third time in a week 
that the R. A, F. has sent out a 
force of more than 1000 planes.

Poland and the U. S. S. R. 


To the EdNor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Father J. 8S. Mix, in his letter of 
March 15 issue of the Post-Dispatch, 
seems bent on perpetuating the misun- 
derstandings about Soviet policy that 
have already cost the world so much in 
“blood, sweat and tears.” 

If the world is to have a “durable 
peace,” in the words of our former 
Ambassador to Soviet Russia, Joseph 
E. Davies, “it is up to the United States 
to avoid Nazi-generated suspicion of 
Moscow.” : 

Unfortunately, too many are willing 
to resort to half-truths and fiction, in- 
stead of fact, when dealing with the So- 
viet Union. Thus, Father Mix is willing 
to blame the entire war on the Hitler 
demand for the Polish Corridor, when 
the world knows that this tiny strip of 
land was but one of the flimsy pretexts 
used by the Nazis for their continued 
program of aggression, 

Granted that Poland has suffered 
more than any other nation as a result 
of the Nazi occupation, why should Po- 
land have been so victimized in the first 
place? Because of the fatal hostility 
of her pro-Fascist regime to the Soviet 
Union. For, although only the Soviet 
armies could have saved Poland from 
Hitler, the Polish Government rejected 
the Soviet as an ally. 

It should have been obvious that 
Britdin and France could not possibly 
have redeemed their pledge to save Po- 
land since their boundaries are not con- 
tiguous to those of Poland. Moreover, 
France herself was being doomed to suf- 

“fer a fate similar to that of Poland by 
“the machinations of her anti-Soviet 
~ clique which broke her alliance with 
Russia in 1938 in order to deliver 
Czecho-Slovakia to Hitler. 

The prewar Polish regime was itself 

an aggressor in its seizure of Soviet ter- 

, ritory east of the Curzon line and in its 
actions against Lithuania and Czecho- 
Siovakia in later years. 

Father Mix says, “Poland .can be 
strong and independent without Russian 
aid.” But Prime Minister Churchill 
says that only the Red Army, at heavy 
gacrifices, can liberate Poland from 
Nazi slavery.

There Must Be Unity 


Thig is, for the United States, the United Na- 
tions, the whole world, a solemn hour. We 
stand on the threshold of invasion with serious 
We face the At- 
lantic Wall of Hitler’s Europe lacking political 
unity, hoping desperately for that definition of 
aims and policies that will help us see aright 
what the war is for. 

Mr, Churchill senses that hope 
recognizes the need for “renewed consultation 
between the principal Allies.” But there must 
be more than another meeting of the three great 
heads of states, There must be a clean-cut state- 
ment of plans for the future of Europe to which 
the United Nations can subscribe. “Let there be 
light.” 


At present the way is cloudy. Moscow and 
Teheran were inspiring indications that Allied 
leaders had found harmony at last. Now, but.a 
few months later, -we find our leaders acting 


almost as separately as if they had reached no: 


moral or political accord at all. Questions and 
fears are abroad like ghosts. 
Russia has, within a few bewildering: weeks, 


assailed Wendell Willkie and the Vatican, ac- 


cused Britain of cogtact with German peace- 


seekers and recoghized the Government of ex- 
Fascist Badogliio and the little King. Britain, 
through Winston Churchill and Anthony Eden, 
has expressed a disturbing attachment to “the 
monarchial principle,” announced her right to 
interfere anywhere in European political deci- 
sions and dimmed that lodestar of all orphan na- 
tions, the Atlantic Charter. The United States, 
through the President and various executive 
branches, has announced plans or actions with 
regard to the dismemberment of the Italian 
fleet, the neutrality of Eire and the exploitation 
of Arabian oil that seem to have startled Great 


Britain, Further, the President has failed to. 


approve the plan for provisional government of 
France that has been approved by the British 
Government and Gen, Eisenhower, thus standing 
stubbornly athwart the way to understanding 
with French allies in Algiers.

It is these disturbing things that Edgar Ansel 
Mowrer has in mind when he comments from 
London: “This writer can’t escape the. con- 


clusion that unilateral. diplomatic action is be- 


coming the greatest existing danger to a good 
peace.” Walter Lippmann is thinking of them 
when he charges: “The administration of 
foreign policy by the White House and State 
Department is not sufficiently alert, lucid and 
efficient.” The tragedies of the Europe he knows 
so well are haunting William L. Shirer when he 
wonders “whether we have learned that wars are 
fought—and won—not only by military action

but by political action.” And Dorothy Thompson 
calls it, with a great. sense of impending con- 
fusion, “fighting in the dark.” 

In Londopg.as here, those who recognize the 
signs of digunity raise clear voices for a firm 
and honorable United Nations policy.

The whole politically aware and literate world 
is crying for an end to improvised diplomacy, to 
actions that sometimes seem objectless and even 
disastrous.

Inspection Performs Its Function 
Suspension of glider production at the St. Louis 
plant of the Robertson Aircraft Corporation 


shows that Army authorities are on guard — 
against another such lapse as that which caused 9 


the appalling tragedy of last summer in which 
Mayor William Dee Becker and nine others were 
dashed to their deaths at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 
The Army’s inspectors have found that some 
gliders produced at the plant contained defective 
parts, supplied from a source other than the 
Robertson company. 

The glider fall of last summer in which the 
Robertson company’s founder and president, Maj. 
William B. Robertson, also lost his life was 
caused by a flaw not detected by inspectors— 
the machining of a metal part to an unsafe 
The lapse was traced to a subcon- 
tractor. 

Steel tubing which did not weld properly in the 
forming of frames caused the Army authorities 
to halt production. The circumstances lead to 
the conclusion that the Army’s inspectors are 
more alert than before and that both the Army 
and the Robertson company are co-operating 
quickly to clear up the trouble and resume pro- 
duction. Laxity is not to be tolerated in the con- 
struction of equipment where unnecessary failure 
might cost the lives of many of our brave, young 
fighters. : 


Dr.” Strayer Approves 

Dr. George D. Strayer of New York, nationally 
known educational specialist, approves the plan 
outlined on this page Tuesday for reform of 
public school administration in St. Louis. The 
plan favors reduction of School Board member- 
ship front 12 to seven, appointed by the Mayor 
*with machinery similar to that now used for 
selection of Judges, and establishment of a merit 
system. 

While the monumental Strayer report, the 
most thorough survey of our school system 
ever made, favored election of School Board: mem- 
bers, Dr. Strayer now believes the appointive- 
elective system would be an improvement. The 
Strayer report favored a reduced School Board 
membership on the ground that it would mean 
elimination of the present committee system. 

This system has been a long-standing drawback 
and source of inefficiency in the School Board’s 
operations. 
reached in committees, which in effect become 
little School Boards of three members each. 
Their conclusions are reported to the board as 
a whole, and in virtually every instance are 
adopted without discussion or explanation. Board 
meetings thus become perfunctory ratifying ses- 
sions, and the evil of the situation is aggravated 
by the fact that most committee sessions now 
are held behind closed doors, or decisions are 
reached by preliminary caucus. Thus, neither 
the public nor the board as a whole knows what 
is going on, 

A body of seven members, the number proposed 
in the Post-Dispatch plan for School Board re- 
form, would be able to sit as a committee of the 
whole. It would be a small enough group to give 
each member a chance to express his views, and 
to assure careful discussion of each matter. It 
would place full responsibility for scheol affairs 
upon the whole board, where it belongs, and as- 
sure a co-ordinated policy. 

Much other testimony could be cited in favor 
of a smaller board and abolition of the commit- 
tee system. For instance, a publication of the 
Educational Policies Commission says:

thinks; calls it an “aimless” operation of great difficulty, and 
not a real second front; prestige will not permit its abandonment;

LONDON (By Wireless). 
The background to the Allied campaign 


‘ in Italy—namely, the conquest of North 


Africa—was brilliant. It wab a perfect ex- 
ample of the strategy of two fronts. 


Nevertheless, strange to say, once it had 
succeeded in its aim—reopening of the 
Mediterranean—the statesmen and Gen- 
erals who planned it failed to see that their 
next problem was to repeat this self-same 
strategy, but this time with reference to 
the Russian front. 


Instead, once Sicily was theirs, and after 
weeks of argument over the implications 
of “unconditional surrender;” they em- 
barked on the Italian campaign. What 
was its aim? . 

So far, it has not been divulged; yet 
three days before the Allies landed at 
Reggio Calabria I wrote: “If our object 
is to open a tourist office, then certainly 
let us go to Rome. If it is to run a honey- 
mooners’ hotel, then few better places can 
be found than Naples. But if it is to es- 
tablish a second front, then our objective 
is Paris or nothing.” 


Mountains Aid the Defenders 


When the landing on Sept. 3 was re- 
ported, I was dumfounded because it 
seemed to me that not only was it aimless, 
but as difficult an operation as could be 
conceived: to advance not across but along 
a mountain range 550 miles in length and 
running down the center of a narrow 
peninsula. 


This meant that, in the face of such 
stanch fighters as the Germans, every 
river, gully, ravine and spur jutting from 
the Apennines would have to be stormed. 


On Sept. 19—that is, 10 days after the 
landing at Salerno—again I wrote: “As 
things are now turning out, and surely 
they might have been foreseen, it rather 
looks that . . . we are faced either with 
a second Gallipoli campaign or else with 
a long-drawn-out advance up the whole 
length of the leg of Italy, which, being 
mountainous, is comparatively easy to 
defend and, therefore, difficult to attack.” 


Two Armies Are Blocked 


This is what has happened, for, once 
the Germans got going, the Fifth and 
Eighth armies were bunkered. Since the 
gallant landing at Salerno, the former has 
advanced no more than 80 miles and has 
for weeks now been halted on the Garig- 
liano River, 


As if the Gallipoli campaign were pre- 
destined as the model to be followed once 
land power was halted, sea power was 
called to the rescue. In one case a land- 
ing was effected at Suvia Bay; in the 
other, at Anzio. Now, one thing the Suvla 
operations should have taught every sol- 
dier ig that though sea power can effect 


‘ surprise, this in itself is of no advantage 


unless land power exploits it. 


._ What happened at Anzio is as yet ob- 
secure. Yet, by stepping into Gen. Alex- 
ander’s shoes, we can hazard this: he did 
not merely intend to occupy a bridgehead. 
Why, then, did he not advance? We do 
not know. , 


Nevertheless, it is self-evident that un- 
less from the start there was a sporting 
chance of cutting the Via Casilina—that 
is, the main German line of communica- 


q 


tions to the Cassino front—the game was 
not worth the candle. In other words, a 
true second front could not be established 
to the first front on which the Fifth and 
Eighth armies were operating. 


The plea that Germans are being killed 
and their reserves exhausted savors to me 
more like an apology than an explanation, 


Though my personal views are of no ac- 
count, it matters a good deal should the 
Russians, Turks and Spaniards—in fact, 
the whole of Europe less Germany—be 
thinking on similar lines. Why? Because 
they may go on thinking possibly like this: 
If the Anglo-American forces, after an un- 
opposed surprise landing, can do no better 
than they have done, will they be more 
successful when they open a true second 
front—a front which is unlikely to come 
as a surprise and is likely to be opposed? 


Unstrategic From the Start 


Further, and even more harmful, some 
such thinking may algo be perturbing 
American and British minds. 


The lesson of all this is that the strat- 
egy is execrable. We should never have 
embarked on this Italian adventure be- 
cause it was unstrategic.from the start. 
Failure at a strategic point is bad enough, 
but at an unstrategic point it brands those 
who failed as fools. . 

Prestige now leaps into the saddle and 
willynilly lashes us on, We cannot aban- 
don this campaign; that is clear. There- 
fore, we must go on with it, and at the 
very moment when we ought to be con- 
serving and marshaling every ship, man, 
plane, tank and gun for the sole operation 
which should have monopolized our 
thoughts ever since the fall of Sicily: a 
second front and-enot a second-hand front 
such as this duplication of the Gallipoli 
campaign has so far proved it to be,

A menu from a restaurant in China lists 
soup at $35 a portion, rice at $42, steak at 
$125, chicken at $180, a ham sandwich at 
$96. The cost of a good dinner in this res- 
taurant might run to $300 or more. 

The reason for such high prices? Infla- 
tion, 

It is this sort of thing that threatens 
every country in this war period, unless 
the brakes are set—and held. 

No doubt the wages in this Chinese res- 
taurant are high, but what good are the 
high wages when purchasing power is 
lacking? If a cup of coffee costs $35, a 
wage of $20,000 a week is not high, 

The American workmany when he con- 
siders demanding higher wages, should 
think of these things. Hig present wages, 
even with the existing mild inflation in 
commodity prices in this country, are phe- 
nomenally high in purchasing power. They 
are high because the Government has been 
able to keep commodity prices from ad- 
vancing materially. If wages go still high- 
er, the Government will lose some of its 
control over prices, for the pressure will 
become too great to be withstood. 

Eventually, we might get into a period of 
inflation such, as exists in parts of China. 
If we did, the loser would be first of all

One Man’s 17-Year Campaign 
To Give Needy Boys a Chance 


“Boys in Men’s Shoes,” by Harry E. Burroughs. 

(Macmillan Co., New York.) 

The topic of juvenile delinquency hes © 
fallen by this time almost into a class with 
the weather. Both are hackneyed subjects 
of conversation. But back in 1927, there 
was at least one man who saw that chil- 
dren needed help and who helped them, 
not with after-dinner speeches, but with 
direct and single action. That man was 
Harry Burroughs, and his product was the 
Burroughs Newsboys’ Foundation. wees 

As a child of 12, Mr. Burroughs had 
come, alone, from Russig to the United 
States. He began, on his first day in Bos- 
ton, to sell newspapers in order to support 
himself. Later he became a successful 
lawyer. But because he always remem- 
bered how uncongenial and narrow his 
newsboy world had been, he dreamed of 
improving the lot of his successors. 

* * 


There was no civic group or community 
fund in Boston that shared his ambition, 
so he launched the project alone and fi- 
nanced it himself for the first three years, 
After that time, its worth was so well 
proved, to parole officers and philanthro- 
pists alike, that money for its continuance 
has come rather easily. - 

Mr. Burroughs wanted primarily to en- 
rich the lives and broaden the interests of 
those apparently self-sufficient youngsters, 
newsboys and bootblacks, Therefore, at 
the club he provided tasteful furnishings as 
well ag entertainment.

A principal cause of the trouble, now as then, is that the administra- 
tion of our foreign policy by the White House and State Department 
is not sufficiently alert, lucid, consistent and efficient. 


Let us look at a few concrete 


Last week Mr. Hull told the 

press that the Soviet Govern- 
* ment had not consulted the United 
States before restoring diplomatic 
relations with the Italian Govern- 
ment. Four days earlier the Asso- 
elated Press dispatch from Naples 
had stated that “American offl- 
clals here were understood to have 
had advance knowledge of it, al- 
though none would comment on 
the matter.” Mr. Hull at his press 
conference confirmed the fact 
that the United States had had 
some advance information. 

It would indeed have been an 
astonishing state of affairs if the 
Italian Government, which has 
surrendered unconditionally, could 
have. carried on a secret diplo- 
matic negotiation. For though 
Italy ts a co-belligerent, Marshal 
Badogilo’s Government is under 
the control of the Allied powers. 
It could not have negotiated secret- 
ly without committing a gross 
breach of.the spirit and letter of 
the armistice. 


Why Didn’t We Object? 


Therefore, .unless our political 
representatives in Italy were 
asleep at the switch, they did 
know in advance that Badogiio 
and Stalin were in communication 
— fact which the Associated 
Press reported and Mr. Hull has 
confirmed. 

Having advance knowledge 
then, why, since we object to the 
Russian recognition of Badoglio, 
did the State Department not tell 
Moscow and Bari that we wished 
to be consulted? Does the State 
Department not know how often 
fn diplomatic affairs ‘silence is 
taken, by those who have an in- 
terest in taking it that way, to 
mean consent? 

Let us now look at the case of 
France. Toward the end of last 
week the President let it be 
known that he had made his de- 
cision about the role which the 
French Committee is to play when 
France is liberated. Whether or 
not it is a wise decision, the most 
significant thing about the reports. 
from the White House is that they 
contain no reference to the fact 
that our British allies, and indeed 
the Russians, tod, have to be con- 
sulted about France. 


Ernest Lindley, who is a faith- 
ful exponent of administration 
policy, has published an article 
explaining the “President’s con- 
clusion,” the “President's plan” 
for the Government of France at 
the time of the invasion, There 
Was no sugeestion that, under the 
Moscow agreements, #0 momen- 
tous a question cannot be deter- 
mined unilaterally by the Presi- 
dent. 


A Pledge to Consult. 


At the week end in London, ac- 
cording to an unqualified report 
from the New York Times’ corre- 
spondent, the British Government 
had not been told about the Presi- 
dent's decision and was “complete- 
ly in the dark concerning what it 
is all about... It was assumed 
here that something will arrive 
here in, the next 24 or 48 hours 
that will give some cltw to what 
the President is thinking about.” 


As a matter of fact not only is 
the President bound to consult the 
British Government: the British 
Government in turn is bound by 
its note of Aug. 27, 1943, to consult 
the French National Committee. 


In that official document the 
British Government stated that 
“they take note with sympathy of 
the desire of the committee to be 
regarded as a body qualified to en- 
sure the administration and de- 
fense of all French interests. It 
is the intention of His Majesty's 
Government to give effect to this 
request as far as possible while 
reserving the right to consider, in 
consultation with the committee, 
the practical application of this 
principle in particular cases as 
they arise.” * 

In view of this pledge it is dif- 
ficult to see how the British 
Government can agree with the 
President’s decision, as reported, 
that Gen. Eisenhower is “free to 
Geal with groups in France” with- 
‘out consulting the French Na- 
tional Committee,

Moreover, 
the remarks the President did 
make were so confusing that 
American officials who knew the 
facts were astounded. 

All this goes a long way to in- 
dicate why the state of our foreign 
relations is so much less brilliant 
than were our hopes after M w 
and Teheran. In a word, they are 
not efficiently conducted. 

When the whole story is told 
this will prove to have been an 
important, and perhaps the main, 
reason why the affairs of Poland 
have gotten into such an ugly 
and dangerous muddle. We have 
ignored the fundamental rule of 
an efficient diplomacy which is 
that if you intervene at all in such 
a dispute, you should make clear 
in writing, not in slipshod conver- 
sation, just what your position is. 

What we have done, I am afraid, 
was to allow Gen. Sikorski, when 
he was still alive, to think that 
we could and would support him 
as against Russia in the dispute 
about Eastern Poland. At leas 
we did not tell him we could no 
support him, and therefore that 
he ought to make the best terms 
he could in negotiation with the 
British and the Russians. He 
could almost certainly have gotten 
much better terms than his suc- 
cessors, who are deeply distrusted 
in Moscow, can get. There was 
then at least no question of Rus- 
sia’s willingness to treat with the 
existing Polish Government, 


Is a Remedy Possible? 


Our position in 1942 was based 
on the ill-considered notion, which 
did so much to ruin Woodrow Wil- 
son when he went to Paris, that 
great territorial disputes can be 
left for settlement after the war. 
Since Gen. Sikorski’s death, one 
of the irreparable tragedies of 
the war, we have learned that you 
cannot postpone territorial deci- 
sions without incurring extreme 
dangers. 

So we have now‘‘taken the 
proper American line—proper in 
the sense that a government must 
never promise what it lacks means 
to carry out—the line that Hastern 
Europe is beyond the reach of our 
national interests and influence 
and we have left the Polish ques- 
tion to mediation by the British 
with the Poles and the Russians. 

Though we made a formal pub- 
lic offer of our own to mediate, 
which the Russians declined, the 
record would show that when the 
Russian claims were expounded 
at Teheran we did not ask for the 
right to mediate and ‘that the 
public offer was an afterthought. 
But though this is what we have 
done, we have, perhaps for elec- 
tion reasons, not made our posi- 
tion clear by a straightforward 
definition of our policy, As a re- 
sult there is a widely expressed 
feeling in this country that every- 
body is out of step but father. 

I am not sure whether it serves 
our cause to bring this criticism 
into the open at this time, For it 
is hard to see how the 
be remedied by this administration 
in an election year: it would fre- 
quire a reorganization of the 
State Department—a thing which 
seems to be politically impossible 
—a reorganization which would 
make that department so efficient 
that it could support, correct, 
check and clarify the President’s 
conduct of diplomacy.

American Lines Arranging to 
Control Export Company;

WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP). 
—A struggle between American 
interests _for commercial air su- 
| premacy “over the Atlantic was 
foreshadowed today by announce- 


ment that American Airlines, Inc., 
is seeking to purchase a control- 
ling interest in American Export 
Airlines, Inc., for three million dol- 
lavs, subject to approval by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 


American Export Lines, Inc., a 
steamship company which — 
lished the international airline 
subsidiary in 1937, has been or- 
dered by the CAB to comply with 
a law which forbids control of air 
carriers by surface carriers. 

Significant features of the pro- 
posed deal, announced jointly 
last night, include: * 


American Airlines, largest do- 
mestic air operator with routes to 
Mexico and Canada, would ac- 
quire extremely Valuable operat- 
ing rights over the Atlantic, in 
that it would gain a broad’ step 
on other domestic carriers hoping 
to fly the Atlantic. 


Export Airlines, a comparative 
infant in international air opera- 


tions, would have the backing and | 


co-operation of a large and well- 
organized domestic carrier, 


Export Airlines is the only com- 
pany to challenge Pan American 
Airways, Inc., world's largest air- 
line which pioneered 100,000 miles 
of foreign air routes with the 
American flag, across the Atlantic.

HOCOLATE RICE PUDDING 
C is like a good chocolate drink, 

it has taste appeal served 
either warm or chilled. It belongs 
in a meal where the other foods 
are light, because when it is served 
in regular sized portions it is 
rather filling.

One pint milk, one-half cup rice, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup chocolate syrup (bought), 
two eggs, separated, one teaspoon 
butter. Pour milk into top of 
double boiler, add rice and salt; 
cover and cook over hot water for 
one and one-fourth hours, or until 
rice is tender. Stir occasionally to 
separate rice kernels. Blend in 
the chocolate syrup; then pour hot 
mixture over slightly beaten egg 
yolks, Return to top of double 


- boiler and cook over the hot water 


for three minutes. Remove from 
heat, add’ butter and fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites immedi- 
ately. Serve warm or cold, Four 
to six servings.

Barrymore Tries His Luck in London 
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"WHO IN HELL IS THE ‘OnEAT MASTER. . BARRYMORE WANTED TO

Chapter 12 of "Goodnight Sweet 
Prince,” the Life of John Barrymore. 


ESPITE occasional alcoholic 

mishaps, Jack Barrymore con- 

tinued as a great success in 
Hamlet. He wearied of the role, 
however, about the sixtieth per- 
formance and probably would have 
carried out talk. of “quitting this 
damned nonsense,” if it had not 
been for a singular occurrence, 


One day a deputation of old 
gentlemen, not one of them under 
70, called on Jack in his dressing 
room. Jack was courteous, recog- 
nizing most of them by name as 
retired actors, playwrights and 
theatrical es. 

Their spokesman shook his white 
locks, then began to address Jack. 
“We are all proud of youf vast 
success,” and the old boy gave a 
William Jennings Bryan flourish 
of the arm. “We know that, should 
you choose to do so, you could 
continue on as Hamlet for years. 
But we are here to urge you to 
close your Broadway run at 99 
performances.” 

Jack was enchanted by the re- 
quest. “May I ask,” he inquired 
of the patriarchal delegates, “why 
you fix such an arbitrary number 
as 997” 

“In memory of the great mas- 
ter,” said the old boy. 

“Who in hell is the great mas- 
ter? Shakespeare?” 

“Not Shakespeare,” the spokes- 
man replied. “Booth. We do not 
think you would want to destroy 
the record of the great Edwin 
Booth.” 

“What was the master’s Broad- 
way record?” 

“Booth played on this street for 
100 performances.” 

“Gentlemen,” Barrymore replied. 
“I think it is about time that you 
stop living in the past. That’s 
what is wrong with the world. I 
am compelled to inform you that 
I shall play Hamlet for exactly 
101 times. And when you see the 
master, give him my regards. I 
knew him when I was a little boy, 
and he’ll laugh like the devil when 


-you tell him that you saw me.” 


Barrymore did play the Hamlet 
role for exactly 101 performances 
on Broadway. Then he failed to 
show up for the next matinee. In- 
stead he called upon Feodor 
Chaliapin, the great Russian basso, 
They ate and drank until evening. 

Jack did not say good-by to 
Hamlet permanently. He toured 
as the Dane for a brief season of 
nine weeks the following year. 
Concerning this campaign, Pro- 
ducer Hopkins said somewhat 
sadly: “The largest theaters were 
inadequate. In Cleveland his last 
classical appearance in America 
was made, and there passed from 
us the theater's richest gift.” 

After a series of hit-and-miss 
attempts to mend his domestic 
life, Jack went to Europe. He 
and Michael Strange were alter- 
nately together and apart. Once 
he stormed out of their quarters 
in Paris to go alone to Switzer- 
land, where he climbed Mont 
Blanc, From 8t. Moritz he wrote 
an impassioned love letter to 
Michael. He was unhappy with 
her or away from her, it seemed. 

He finally decided to become an 
actor-manager and himself put on 
Hamlet in London. He had re- 
tained about twenty-five thousand 
dollars from his recent theatrical 
proceeds, and put this amount 
into the London venture. 

Constance Collier, forever grate- 
ful to him for his help in the 
Peter Ibbetson dream, now of- 
fered to try to interest London 
managets in the Barrymore Ham- 
let. This was a difficult task 
one that required many months 


of diplomatic persistence. 

“Jack was living at the old 
Whistler house in London,” Miss 
Collier said. “He seemed com- 
paratively happy in the environ- 
ment, but had intermittent periods 
of dejection.” 

They went, week after week, to 
the managers, in the endeavor to 
hire a theater. “Just as success 
seemed -near,” said Constance, 
“Jack would spoil everything by 
putting on a tough voice. The 
manager would be shocked. ‘How 
can you expect, in England,’ an 
impresario would ask, ‘the home 
of Shakespeare, a man to be any 
good with a voice like that?’” 


Constance frequently upbraided 
Jack for “putting on that voice.” 
But he did it to shock the con- 
servative managers. When au- 
tumn came, Jack seemed de- 
pressed by his failure to interest 
the English managers in hig Ham- 
let. Miss Collier tried to divert 
him from his tendency to drink. 
She encouraged his eating of candy 
as a substitute for alcohol. 

“We often went to the theater 
together,” Constance Collier re- 
members. “He would never sit in 
the stalls, but somewhere in the 
back of the dress circle, or the 
gallery, or pit. We would go to a 
candy store and buy little bags of 
various kinds of sweets. He would 
have a different colored bag in 
every pocket, and we would sit in 
the pit and eat candy and watch 
the show. He wouldn’t go in the 
stalls, in case he wanted to leave 
in the middle of a play, which he 
frequently did.” 

She told of how he liked to wan- 
der in the London fogs. “T still 
can see him huddled up in his 
overcoat, with his collar turned up 
and his hat pulled down over his 
brow as he tramped along in the 
heavy fog by the railings of Hyde 
Park, | :

where the handy rancher can build himself a home and 

in 20 years, so Maj. Art Williams told me, he can be secure 
enough financially to send his boys and girls away to school. 
Men and women must work hard, however, and no weaklings 
eould succeed, Spaniards, Scotchmen, Americans from Texas, 
and various other pioneers are today ranching successfully, and 
their stories seemed like those written about our own early 
pioneers, 

The officers at Atkinson Field gave me a most interesting 
bag made by a Mr. Melville, one of the ranchers, who is a 
friend of our guide, Maj. Art Williams. He killed a jaguar 
and a deer, and he dressed the skins to make this very unusual 
and beautiful bag. 


Maj. Art Williams also flew us over the old Dutch seat of 
government, where the diamond-shaped fort and old Dutch

At 6 o’clock we landed at the United States naval base. 
Here we went directly to mess with the enlisted men. The 
boy next to me came from Washington, D. C., and I have 
promised to tell his wife how he is when I get home. Then 
there was a boy from Seattle, one from Minneapolis, one from 
New York and one from Arkansas. I had a chance to talk to 
a number of the boys and some of the girls brought out for 
a dance by the USO.

_ Then we went to the Naval Hospital, where again they 
had very few patients. This is evidently a healthy spot. It is 
a tribute to the work done by “malaria control” and clearing 
the jungle around the bases. Finally we went back to the 
dance at the mess hall, and spent an hour or more talking to 
various boys as they gathered around. \ 


It was well after midnight when we got to bed, and we had 
te take off the following morning with Maj. Art Williams at 
_ 7:30. Back at Atkinson Field, we changed to a bigger plane 
and left for La Guaira. We were met on arrival by the Minister 
ef Foreign Affairs and Senora Parra Perez and our Ambassador 
and Mrs. Corrigan. I drove with Foreign Minister and Senora 
Parra Perez to Caracas. 


It is a wonderful road, winding up into mountains giving 
view after view of sea and mountains below and above. After 
arriving in the city, we went immediately to the Pantheon, and 
I laid a wreath on Simon Bolivar’s tomb, This is a dignified 
and beautiful building worthy of the great liberator who lies 
surrounded by monuments of other Venezuelan patriots, 

The older part of the city through which we passed is 
interesting, with some lovely squares and public buildings. 
Many people live in the suburbs of the city where houses are ‘ 
surrounded by beautiful gardens. We spent the night at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. John Phelps, which is charming in 
every way.

HEN the child born in the 
W oresent year of grace gets to 

be six months old it should 
get down on its knees and thank 
heaven it was not born in the 
era which is not so far in the past, 
when teething was regarded as an 
abnormal, difficult and even dan- 

erous process. 

ot the baby was “teething” in 
the gay nineties, that explained 
any fever, loss of weight, tan- 
trums, convulsions or nearly any- 
thing else. Dr. Abt, in his book of 
reminiscences Baby Doctor, which 
I mention elsewhere in the column 
this week, describes it: 

“But if some diseases had not 
yet been recognized, others had 
been invented: In old record books 
of dispensaries, there frequently 
appears a diagnosis of difficult 
dentition, accompanied by an ac- 
count of a widegvariety of symp- 
toms. The old — even had a 
‘fancy name for this process, den- 
titio difficilis. They associated the 
condition with fever and a great 
number of disorders, including 
skin diseases, croup, convulsions, 
diarrhea, cholera and paralysis, 
and asserted ‘that it frequently re- 
sulted in the infant’s death. When 
I prepared a paper on the history 
and theory of dentition diseases, I 
found running all through medical 
history the belief that teething 
was a difficult and dangerous 


“process.”

I HAVE ACTUALLY seen in my 
own apprentice days a doctor pull 
out his pocket knife and cut the 
gums of a poor little, helpless baby 
in order to let the teeth erupt. 
The gums often got infected in 
this way, hemorrhage resulted and 
death actually occurred and was 
ascribed to teething. 

I can give you a table which 
shows when the teeth should 
erupt, but I am not sure that you 
eught to learn it or have it 
around. The first pair, the lower 
central incisors, appear in the cen- 
ter part of the lower gum about 
the eighth month. Note I said 
“about.” If they. appear at six 
months it doesn’t mean the child 
is going to be a genius, and if they 
do not show up by the ninth or 
tenth or even eleventh month don’t 
worry yourself to death; such tar- 
diness has no sinister implications. 
At one year there are 
three or four pairs of teeth, 
months six pairs, at two

Out of 
this world, which begins at the 
“wings,” appear, on cue, the styl- 
ized creatures of that world—the 
dipsy-doodle comedians, the. leggy 
always smiling chorines, the love- 
able grandpappies, the ardent 
heroes and the perfect heroines, 
Back into this world, through the 
wings, on cue, and with the ap- 
plause of audiences bidding them 
“goodby, goodby,” they return. 
Because no amount of money 
can buy you tickets, either for sit- 
ting or standing room, to this 


world, and because reviews of | 


shows are all written from the 
“out front” point of view, an ex- 
traordinary interest is felt by “out 
front” in “backstage.” Eight out 
of 10 persons, asked informally by 
this reporter, said they’d rather 
be given a look-see behind the 
wings than have a front-row seat 


three nights running on opening’ 


nights. So here’s a “backstage” re- 
port to the “out-fronters.” The 
material was gathered behind the 
wings of the Ice-Capades of 1944 
show, now playing at the Arena. 


The “stage door” entrance to 
“backstage” at the Arena (where 
the troupe of 152, including 75 
Ice-Ca‘Pets,’ are playing) consists 
of a light plush curtain. On the 
“out front” side of the curtain are 
the google-eyed stagedoor john- 
nies, occasionally a johnniette and 
the soda venders. The floor lit- 
tered with programs, cigarette 
stubs and little boys off the chain, 
On the other side of the curtain 
(which you lift, pass through, and 
let drop behind you) is a continua- 
tion of the same floor.

As I got used to “backstage,”

“members of the mother clan.” 
The mothers knit sweaters for 
their girls.

South had overlooked the vital 
preliminary play referred to 
above. At the second trick there 
was only one right or logical 
—to lead, and get rid of, the club 
eight. The défenders, on winning 
this trick, could do no better than 
return a trump. Declarer should 
win this in his own hand, then 
ruff a diamond, ruff a club and 
ruff the last diamond. Now 


success depend on finding a 
1-1 split of the’ still outstanding 
trumps, and tKMerefore would lead 
a trump to the king.
